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Huntsman  withdraws  efforts 


Algerians  claim  talks

i  Republican  gubernatorial  fron- 
lunner  Jon  Huntsman  surprised 
ate  political  leaders  by  unexpect- 
lly  withdrawing  his  candidacy 
ednesday  morning. 

The  announcement  was  made  in  a 
dt  Lake  City  news  conference  at 
untsman  Chemical  Corporation’s 
ain  office. 

“Building  the  community  and 
■inging  jobs  to  Utah  are  more  impor- 
nt  than  being  governor,”  explained 
untsman,  whose  withdrawal  from 
e  race  almost  assures  Gov.  Norman 
mgerter’s  re-nomination. 
Huntsman’s  announcement  was  a 
rprise  since  as  late  as  Tuesday 
ight  “Huntsman  for  Governor”  com- 
ercials  were  airing  on  Wasatch 
ront  television  stations.  Also,  a  poll 
Utah  Republicans  published  in 
inday’s  Salt  Lake  Tribune  had  the 
idustrialist  leading  Bangerter  -by 
ght  percentage  points. 

Huntsman  announced  his  with- 
awal  at  Huntsman  Chemical  Corpo- 
tion’s  main  office  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
ith  Bangerter  at  his  side,  Hunts- 
an  said  he  never  envisioned  a  frag- 
ented  race  and  the  Republican 
irty  could  not  afford  a  divisive  race, 
a  thinly-veiled  message  to  foimer 
apublican-turned-Independent  can- 
date  Merrill  Cook,  he  urged  Repub- 
ans  running  as  Independents  to  re- 
irn  to  the  party. 

Huntsman  thanked  all  his  support- 
s  for  their  efforts  and  said,  “my 
rong  position  in  the  public  polls  has 
:en  most  humbling.”  He  reiterated 
,3  commitment  to  lower  taxes  and 
luted  schoolteachers  “for  the 
emendous  job  they’ve  done  with 
;ry  limited  resources.” 

Huntsman  pledged  his  support  for 
mgerter  and  urged  all  Utahns  to  do 
e  same.  “From  this  day  forward  I 


will  work  to  unite  our  party,  and  to  do 
all  I  can  to  reelect  Gov.  Norman 
Bangerter,”  said  Huntsman. 

Huntsman’s  pledge  to  make  every 
effort  possible  to  assist  in  bringing 
new  businesses  and  jobs  to  Utah  took 
on  more  weight  when  Bangerter  said 
that  “Huntsman  will  become  a  very 
real  part  of  this  administration  in  the 
economic  development  ...  he  will  oc¬ 
cupy  a  position  ...  of  no  less  than  se¬ 
nior  adviser  in  the  economic  area.” 

Bangerter  admitted  that  he  lacked 
Huntsman’s  expertise  in  business 
matters,  but  said  his  capabilities  in 
government  teamed  with  Hunts¬ 
man’s  business  knowledge  would  ben¬ 
efit  the  state.  “Jon  and  I  look  forward 
to  becoming  a  strong  team  for  the 
economic  development  of  Utah,”  he 
said. 

The  governor  invited  all  Huntsman 
supporters  to  join  his  campaign  and 
promised  to  build  a  strong  coalition, 
assuring  them  “they  have  nothing  to 
fear  from  Norm  Bangerter.” 

Cook,  who  was  contacted  after  the 
announcement,  said  he  was  surprised 
by  Huntsman’s  withdrawal  and  he  re¬ 
spected  the  industrialist  as  an  out¬ 
standing  individual.  “I  accept  com¬ 
pletely  his  reasons  for  leaving,”  said 
Cook. 

However,  Cook  disputed  Hunts¬ 
man’s  urge  that  he  withdraw  his  Inde¬ 
pendent  candidacy.  “As  far  as  his  an¬ 
nouncement  being  a  kind  of  signal  to 
me,  while  I  respect  his  recommenda¬ 
tion,  I  feel  very  strongly  that  only 
through  my  Independent  candidacy 
can  Utah  elect  a  governor  that  can  do 
what  is  needed  in  the  state.” 

State  Republican  Party  Chairman 
Craig  Moody  said  he  was  “completely 
surprised”  when  he  received  a  call 
from  the  Huntsman  campaign  early 
Wednesday  morning  informing  him  of 
the  withdrawal.  “I  had  no  indication 
this  would  happen.  It  was  completely 
his  (Huntsman’s)  idea.” 


“The  Utah  Republican  party  will 
expend  all  energies  that  the  governor 
is  returned  to  office,”  said  Moody. 

The  chairman  supports  Hunts¬ 
man’s  call  for  a  unified  Republican 
Party  and  criticized  Cook  for  leaving 
the  party.  “The  Republican  Party 
didn’t  abandon  Merrill  Cook,  Merrill 
Cook  abandoned  the  Republican 


Party,”  said  Moody.  Utah  Senator 
Jake  Garn,  who  is  Bangerter’s  cam¬ 
paign  chairman,  praised  Huntsman 
for  his  decision. 

“I  think  Jon  Huntsman  proved  once 
again  he  is  a  remarkable  man.  He  has 
placed  the  interests  of  his  family, 
state  and  the  public  above  his  per¬ 
sonal  interests.”

ALGIERS,  Algeria  —  An  Alge¬ 
rian  official  said  Wednesday  that 
Kuwait’s  “intransigence”  had  created 
a  deadlock  in  negotiations  with  Shiite 
Moslem  hijackers  for  the  release  of  32 
hostages  on  a  Kuwaiti  jumbo  jet. 

Food  and  water  were  taken  in  the 
aftern'oon  to  the  blue-and-white  Boe¬ 
ing  747,  which  the  hijackers  call  the 
“plane  of  martyrdom.”  It  baked  under 
the  North  African  sun  on  an  isolated 
patch  of  tarmac  at  Houari  Boumedi- 
enne  airport. 

A  delegation  from  Kuwait  arrived 
Wednesday  afternoon  to  help  in  ef¬ 
forts  to  free  the  remaining  hostages 
and  the  plane,  which  was  hijacked 
April  5  on  a  flight  from  Bangkok  to 
Kuwait  with  112  people  aboard. 

It  spent  three  days  on  the  ground  in 
Mashhad,  Iran,  flew  to  Cyprus  on 
Friday  and  arrived  here  early 
Wednesday. 

The  six  to  eight  gunmen,  who  have 
killed  two  passengers,  demand  that 
Kuwait  free  17  pro-Iranian  extrem¬ 
ists  convicted  in  the  1983  bombings  of 
the  U.S.  and  French  embassies  there. 
The  hostages  included  three  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Kuwaiti  royal  family. 

Sheik  Nawaf  al-Ahmed  al-Sabah, 
Kuwait’s  defense  Minister,  affirmed 
Wednesday  his  country’s  “unwaver¬ 
ing  and  principled  stance  of  rejecting 
blackmail,”  the  Persian  Gulf  sheik¬ 
dom’s  official  news  agency  KUNA  re¬ 
ported.  “We  would  not  change  our 
attitude.” 

A  ranking  Algerian  official  told  The 
Associated  Press  privately:  “If  they 
merely  wanted  to  restate  their  known 
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position,  there  was  no  need  for  them 
to  send  their  high-level  delegation  to 
Algiers.”  He  said  “the  intransigence” 
of  Kuwait  had  stalled  negotiations. 

His  remarks  appeared  to  confirm 
unofficial  reports  that  Algeria  was 
pressing  Kuwait  for  more  flexibility. 

The  jet  left  Larnaca,  Cyprus,  early 
Wednesday  after  12  more  hostages 
were  released.  They  arrived  Wednes¬ 
day  night  in  Kuwait  and  were  met  by 
the  interior  minister.  Sheik  Salem  Sa¬ 
bah  al-Sabah. 

On  the  same  Boeing  727  to  Kuwait 
were  the  bodies  of  the  two  slain  pas¬ 
sengers,  their  coffins  drapped  in  the 
red,  black,  green  and  white  Kuwaiti 
flag. 

Fifty-seven  other  hostage's  were 
freed  at  Mashhad,  a  city  in  northeast¬ 
ern  Iran.  Passengers  released  Tues¬ 
day  said  one  gunman  boarded  the 
plane  at  Massad  and  the  hijackers  got 
a  new  supply  of  weapons  there. 

Mohammed  Saud  al-Osaimi,  a 
Kuwaiti  deputy  foreign  minister,  led 
the  nine-member  delegation  to  Al¬ 
giers. 

He  told  reporters  “I  hope  this  will 
be  the  last  stage  of  the  voyage,”  but 
the  Kuwait  daily  A1  Watan  quoted 
Yasser  Arafat,  chairman  of  the 
Palestine  Liberation  Organization,  as 
saying:  “I  don’t  think  this  operation 
will  come  to  an  end  in  Algiers.” 

The  PLO  has  been  involved  in  ne¬ 
gotiations  with  the  hijackers. 

In  Washington,  State  Department 
spokesman  Charles  E.  Redman  said: 
“We  had  repeatedly  indicated  that  we 
believed  the  plane  should  be  kept  on 
Cyprus  and  we  regret  the  decision  to 
allow  it  to  leave.”

Despite  objections  by  defense  attorneys 
Wednesday,  a  federal  agent  identified  23  weapons 
he  found  on  the. Singer  property  aftex:,the:^J:anv-28. 
seige. 

On  the  second  day  of  testimony  in  the  Singer- 
Swapp  trial,  Lawrence  Meadows,  special  agent  for 
the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco  and  Firearms,  iden¬ 
tified  each  weapon  as  it  was  brought  into  the  court¬ 
room. 

The  weapons  consisted  of  rifles,  shotguns,  re¬ 
volvers  and  a  semi-automatic  Colt  pistol  owned  by 
slain  polygamist  leader  John  Singer,  and  found  on 
him  at  the  time  he  was  killed  nine  years  ago. 

Meadows  said  he  found  8,304  rounds  of  ammuni¬ 
tion  during  an  inspection  of  the  Singer  property 
after  the  six  adult  family  members  were  arrested. 

He  also  testified  to  finding  ammunition  and  fish 


hooks  inside  a  vest  worn  by  Addam  Swapp. 
Swapp’s  clothes  were  confiscated  when  he  was 
taken  to  the  hospital  after  being  shot  in  the  siege. 

Eleven  of  the  23  weapons  were  found  in  John 
Timothy  Singer’s  bedroom  lying  on  and  underneath 
.  a -“heu.y.y ,  wooden  table,”  in  the  third  dresser 
drawer  and  against  a  window  bench. 

A  rifle  and  revolver  were  discovered  lying  in  the 
snow  outside  of  Singer’s  bedroom  window,  said 
Meadows.  Other  weapons  were  found  in  the  living 
room  leaning  next  to  windows,  and  in  Heidi  Singer 
Swapp’s  home. 

Most  of  'Wednesday  afternoon’s  testimony  was 
directed  at  determining  if  the  Kamas  Stake  Center 
of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
is  a  place  of  interstate  commerce.  If  it  is  determined 
the  stake  center  is  not  involved  in  interstate  com¬ 
merce,  the  federal  court  might  not  have  jurisdiction 
over  the  bombing  charges.  U.S.  Attorney  Brent 
Ward  called  various  LDS  ecclesiastical  leaders  to 


the  stand  including  Robert  Rydalch,  president  of 
the  Kamas  Utah  Stake;  Paul  Woolstenhuln,  bishop 
of  the  Oakley  ward  and  Lambert  Lewis,  bishop  of 
the  Rhodes  Valley  ward. 

These  two  wards  met  in  the  Kamas  Stake  Cen¬ 
ter  for  weekly  church  worship  until  the  Jan.  16 
bombing. 

Witnesses  discussed  their  responsibilities  in 
their  positions  as  they  pertained  to  donations 
made  by  ward  members. 

Such  donations  include  tithing,  fast  offering, 
budget  contributions  for  buildings  and  activities 
and  a  fund  for  missionaries  currently  serving  for 
the  Church. 

Funds  are  channeled  through  the  bishop’s  office, 
deposited  in  a  local  bank  and  electronically  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  general  Church  fund,  said  Rydalch. 

A  small  group  of  people  demonstrated  outside  of 
the  courthouse,  and  expressed  concern  that  Vickie 
Singer  would  not  get  a  fair  trial.

^mesburg  has  earned  the  respect  of 
s  peers  regionally  and  nationally  be- 
use  of  his  leadership  and  vision,” 
ansen  said. 


Romesburg  said  the  relationship 
'tween  a  college  and  the  community 
serves  is  important.  “It  must  strike 
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a  critical  balance  in  serving  the  voca¬ 
tional-technical  training  needs  of  stu¬ 
dents  at  the  same  time  it  provides 
general  education  classes  for  those 
students  who  want  to  transfer  to  a 
four-year  institution.  One  of  these 
I’oles  cannot  suffer  at  the  expense  of 
the  other,”  Romesburg  said. 

“I  am  very  impressed  by  the  part¬ 
nership  UVCC  has  established  with 
the  community  and  the  state,”  said 
Romesburg.  “A  community  college 
must  respond  to  community  needs. 

Romesburg  began  his  educational 
career  in  1967  by  teaching  math  in 
Arizona.  He  has  kept  a  teaching  as¬ 
signment  whenever  he  could  since 
then  and  currently  teaches  college 
math  in  Alaska.  Once  he  settles  into 
the  presidency,  he  hopes  to  teach  at 
UVCC. 

“Interacting  with  students  in  the 
classroom  is  the  best  way  to  get  your 
finger  on  the  pulse  of  what’s  happen¬ 
ing  on  campus.  It’s  a  way  of  taking 
measure  of  whether  students’  needs 
are  being  met  and  what  can  be  done  to 
serve  them  better,”  Romesburg  said. 

Romesburg  has  been  the  executive 
director  of  the  Alaska  Commission  on 
Post-Secondary  Education  for  the 
past  12  years.  He  has  coordinated  the 
state’s  10  community  colleges,  three 
universities,  three  private  colleges, 
three  public  vocational-technical 
schools  and  various  private  vocational 
colleges. 

“Over  and  over  again  I  have  seen 
him  emerge  as  a  leader  on  critical  is¬ 
sues  that  fece  our  campuses,”  said  W. 
Rolfe  Kerr,  Utah  Commissioner  of 
Higher  Education.  Kerr  has  worked 
with  Romesburg  in  regional  and  na¬ 
tional  settings.

Editor’s  note:  This  is  the  third  of  a 
senes  on  the  misconceptions  and 
dangers  involving  the  occult  in  Utah 
County.  This  interview  ivas  con¬ 
ducted  with  a  17-year-old  Provo 
youth  who  is  currently  involved  in  a 
local  Satanic  cult.  He  asked  that  his 
name  be  withheld. 

Question:  When  did  you  first  become 
interested  in  the  occult  ? 

Answer:  When  I  was  about  six  I  was 
just  fascinated  with  it.  I  started  doing 
reports  on  it  and  stuff ...  finding  out 
the  different  types  of  occult. 

Q:  When  was  your  first  actual  en¬ 
counter  ivith  Satanism.  ? 

A:  My  first  encounter  was  when  I  was 
about  nine.  Me  and  some  friends  kind 
of  snuck  into  a  ritual  and  it  wasn’t  one 
of  the  best  ones.  They  sacrificed  pigs, 
goats,  lambs  —  just  whatever  they 
could  get  their  hands  on. 

Q:  Do  you  believe  in  sacrificing  ani¬ 
mals? 

A:  No  I  don’t.  I  don’t  see  what  good 


comes  out  of  killing  something  that 
has  just  as  much  right  to  live  as  I  do. 

Q:  Is  anyone  in  your  family  into  the 
occult? 

A:  No  one  else  in  my  family  is  into  it 
except  for  my  grandmother,  who  is 
into  white.  But  I’m  the  only  one  I 
know  of  who  is  into  black. 

Q:  What’s  the  difference  between 
white  and  black? 

A:  White  is  supposed  to  be  pure  and 
good,  and  black  is  supposed  to  be  re¬ 
ally  bad. 

Q:  Have  you  ever  experimented  with 
a  Ouija  board? 

A:  Yeah  —  and  I’ve  seen  some  pretty 
weird  stuff.  My  friend  got  a  Ouija 
board  from  his  great  grandpa  and  we 
did  it  in  my  house  downstairs,  and 
something  got  a  hold  of  my  grandma 
and  she  weighed  pretty  close  to  280 
pounds  —  she  was  real  heavy  set.  It 
wrapped  a  blanket  around  her  feet, 
picked  her  up  and  threw  her  on  the 
bed  and  set  her  back  down.  Then  it 
went  through  my  whole  room  and  just 
trashed  it  real  bad  and  the  next  morn¬ 
ing  I  found  ‘666’  written  on  my  wall. 

Q:  What  do  you  think  it  was? 


A:  It  was  probably  just  a  spirit.  You 
really  can’t  contact  Satan.  It’s  just 
like  trying  to  contact  God  and  having 
him  talk  to  you  —  one  in  a  million 
chances. 

Q:  Have  you  ever  tried  to  contact 
God? 

A:  I  have  asked  for  help  from  God  and 
nothing  ever  happened.  He’s  never 
answered  me.  I  went  to  church  and  I 
got  baptized  (into  The  Church  of  Je¬ 
sus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints)  and  it 
just  didn’t  work  out.  It  didn’t  feel 
right  to  me. 

Q:  Have  you  asked  for  help  from, 
Satan? 

A:  Yeah,  it  worked. 

Q:  What  did  you  ask  him  for  help  in? 
A:  I  needed  help  coping  with  society 
so  I  wouldn’t  lose  it  and  blow  my 
brains  out  and  he  helped  mellow  me 
out. 

Q:  Do  you  see  Satan  as  being  evil? 

A:  Well,  if  you  can  defineevil...  Ijust 
kind  of  like  to  think  of  good  and  evil  as 
the  same. 

Q:  Do  you  believe  Satan  is  a  real 
being  or  does  he  represent  a  poiver? 

A:  Just  a  power. 


Q:  What  kinds  of  things  does  your 
Satanic  group  do  when  they  get  to¬ 
gether? 

A:  We  meet  once  a  week  on  Saturday 
nights,  if  everyone  can  make  it.  There 
are  13  in  our  group  because  that’s  all 
that’s  allowed.  Sometimes  you  can 
bring  a  guest  if  everyone  in  the  group 
agrees  to  it. 

It’s  just  like  a  regular  church  where 
you  go  in  and  preach  to  Satan  instead 
of  God.  There  is  actually  no  differ¬ 
ence,  except  we  have  a  different 
Bible.  Basically  we  just  read  out  of 
Satan’s  Bible  ...  it’s  about  like  a  nor¬ 
mal  church.  I  just  go  up  there  every 
once  in  awhile  and  say  hi  to  everyone 
and  have  a  coke. 

Q:  They  serve  refreshments? 

A:  Yeah,  if  you’re  21  they’ll  let  you 
drink,  but  if  you’re  not,  you  stick  with 
Pepsi,  Coke  or  Sprite.  They  are  really 
strict  about  that. 

Q:  Are  there  a  lot  of  drugs  used  in 
Satanic  rituals? 

A:  No,  not  really.  I  don’t  take  drugs. 
I’ve  tried  them  before  —  I  think  ev¬ 
ery  teen-ager  has.

Avoid  the  occult,  warns  professor

Editor’s  note:  This  is  the  fourth  of  a  series  on  the  miscon¬ 
ceptions  and  dangers  involving  the  occult  in  Utah 
County. 

As  many  teen-agers  explore  Satan  worship  and  the 
occult,  a  BYU  religion  professor  says  people  should  stay 
away  from  any  powers  that  do  not  represent  teachings  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  includ¬ 
ing  seances  and  Ouija  boards. 

LaMar  Garrard,  a  professor  of  Church  History  and 
Doctrine,  said  people  are  inviting  evil  power  into  their 
lives  by  playing  with  the  supernatural.  “I  think  (they)  are 
hurting  (themselves)  by  getting  involved  in  the  occult ... 
as  they  mess  with  the  Ouija  board,  pretty  soon  they  are 
controlled  by  an  outside  force.” 

Garrard  wrote  his  master’s  thesis  in  1954  on  the  powers 
of  Satan.  Garrard  interviewed  people  who  had  encoun¬ 
tered  evil  spirits  and  attributed  some  of  the  spirit  activity 
to  playing  with  Ouija  boards.  He  said  one  man  had  evil 
spirits  in  his  house,  then  confessed  he  had  used  a  Ouija 
board  to  determine  where  to  tract  while  serving  an  LDS 
mission. 

According  to  Garrard,  the  devil  has  only  as  much  power 
as  people  permit  him.  He  said  the  moment  someone  re¬ 


volts  at  anything  which  comes  from  God,  the  devil  takes 
power.  “He  has  no  power  over  you  until  you  do  something 
which  gives  him  the  power  over  you.” 

Personal  revelation  is  the  best  way  to  discern  whether 
or  not  a  power  is  good  or  evil,  Garrard  said.  And  though 
some  claim  to  have  prayed  to  God  with  no  answer,  Gar¬ 
rard  says  many  times  people  aren’t  worthy  to  receive 
answers.  Playing  with  the  occult  and  Satan  worship  would 
likely  make  one  ineligible  for  God’s  help,  he  said.  “I  think 
when  you’re  messing  with  the  devil,  you  start  to  get  in 
league  with  him.  You’re  doing  something  that’s  wrong  in 
the  first  place.”  Sec.  101  of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants 
says  if  one  is  slow  to  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord, 
the  Lord  is  slow  to  hearken  unto  their  prayers. 

“In  other  words,  if  you  disobey  God  in  one  way  or 
another,  then  Satan  gets  a  certain  power  over  you.  ”  God  is 
not  obligated,  nor  will  he  talk  to  someone  under  those 
circumstances. 

There  are  warning  signs  that  help  recognize  Satan’s 
deceptions,  Garrard  said.  The  first  is  anyone  who  claims 
to  represent  Satan  or  uses  his  name,  even  innocently.  The 
second  is  any  teaching  that  emphasizes  giving  into  the 
passions  of  the  flesh.  “It’s  un-Christlike,”  he  said. 

Garrard  strongly  urges  all  to  stay  away  from  Satanism 
and  the  occult.  “Avoid  the  appearance  of  evil.  Some  may 
be  innocent,  I  don’t  know.  But  some  could  be  deadly.”

WASHINGTON  —  President  Reagan  said  Wednesday  he  did  not  learn  until 
recently  that  his  former  spokesman,  Larry  Speakes,  had  put  words  in  his 
mouth  on  at  least  two  occasions  while  briefing  reporters  on  presidential 
meetings. 

Reagan  did  not  directly  answer,  however,  when  asked  whether  he  approved 
of  the  practice  or  would  allow  it  to  continue.  His  current  spokesman,  Marlin 
Fitzwater,  has  condemned  any  such  procedure  and  said  he  never  would  do  it. 

Speakes  says  in  his  new  book,  “Speaking  Out,”  that  he  once  attributed 
remarks  made  by  Secretary  of  State  George  P.  Shultz  to  the  president  and 
once  collaborated  with  an  aide  in  making  up  quotes  which  he  then  credited  to 
Reagan. 

Reagan’s  first  comment  on  the  book  came  in  a  question-and-answer  session 
after  a  speech  to  the  American  Society  of  Newspaper  Editors. 

Katherine  Fanning,  editor  of  the  Christian  Science  Monitor  and  president  of 
the  editors’  group,  asked  Reagan,  “Did  you  approve  of  that  process,  and  would 
you  continue  to  allow  that  to  happen  in  your  White  House?” 

“I  was  not  aware  of  that  and  just  learned  it  recently,”  the  president  re¬ 
sponded,  “as  all  the  rest  of  you  did.  And  I  can  tell  you  right  now  that  I  have  no 
affection  for  these  kiss-and-tell  books  that  are  being  written,  and  I  find  it 
entirely  fiction.”  Speakes,  in  an  interview  on  Tuesday,  said,  “I  generally  told 
him  what  I  had  done  and  the  reasons  for  doing  it.” 

Soviet  businessmen  visit  Madison  Ave. 

MOSCOW  —  Soviet  businessmen  got  a  cram  course  in  Madison  Avenue 
advertising,  complete  with  Diet  Coke  commercials  and  reminders  that  the 
“customer  is  king,”  as  an  annual  meeting  of  U.S.  and  Soviet  business  leaders 
opened  Tuesday. 

The  11th  yearly  session  of  the  U.S.-U.S.S.R.  Trade  and  Economic  Council, 
which  works  to  foster  commercial  ties  between  the  superpowers,  comes  at  a 
time  when  the  Soviets  are  actively  courting  foreign  capital  and  expertise  to 
rejuvenate  their  stagnant  state-run  economy. 

However,  the  notorious  bad  quality  and  limited  range  of  Soviet  goods  has 
hindered  many  firms  and  trade  organizations  from  selling  abroad,  despite 
exhortations  from  Soviet  Communist  Party  General  Secretary  Mikhail  S. 
Gorbachev  to  increase  exports. 

“Soviet  organizations  should  expect  to  meet  a  large  amount  of  skepticism  as 
they  enter  the  American  market,”  said  James  H.  Dowling,  president  of 
Burson-Marsteller,  a  U.S.  public  relations  firm. 

State  of  emergency  lifted  in  Honduras 

TEGUCIGALPA,  Honduras  —  The  government  on  Wednesday  lifted  a 
state  of  emergency  aimed  at  quelling  anti-American  violence,  but  two  schools 
where  the  protests  broke  out  remained  closed  and  guarded  by  troops. 

The  emergency  was  imposed  after  2,000  protesters  enraged  over  the  forced 
extradition  of  a  suspected  drug  baron  to  the  United  States  burned  the  U.S. 
Consulate  and  U.S.  Information  Service  office  on  April  7. 

“The  causes  for  which  the  situation  was  decreed  have  disappeared  and 
normality  has  returned,”  presidential  spokesman  Lisandro  Quesada  told  re¬ 
porters. 

He  said  President  Jose  Azcona  Hoyo  had  gotten  no  further  death  threats 
since  the  weekend,  when  he  received  three.  “Nevertheless,  we  are  continuing 
with  an  investigation  to  identify  these  people”  who  made  the  telephoned 
threats. 

Quesada  said  full  constitutional  guarantees  were  restored  at  6  a.m.  Wednes¬ 
day  in  Tegucigalpa  and  San  Pedro  Sula,  125  miles  to  the  north.  The  decree  Was 
imposed  Friday  on  the  cities,  the  largest  in  the  country.  Business,  commerce 
and  transportation  were  operating  normally  Wednesday. 

Troops  kill  3  guerrillas  entering  Israel 

JERUSALEM  —  Troops  killed  three  Arab  guerrillas  trying  to  enter  Israel 
from  Lebanon  on  Wednesday  and  a  70-year-old  Palestinian  woman  was  suffo¬ 
cated  by  tear  gas  tossed  into  her  home  by  soldiers,  according  to  army  and  other 
reports. 

Two  Palestinians  were  reported  wounded  by  gunfire  and  51  injured  by 
rubber  bullets,  tear  gas  and  beatings  in  a  battle  between  Palestinians  and 
Israeli  soldiers  in  the  Gaza  Strip. 

At  least  144  Palestinians  have  died  in  the  rebellion  that  began  Dec.  8  in  the 
occupied  West  Bank  and  Gaza  Strip,  according  to  U.N.  figures.  An  Israeli 
soldier  and  a  15-year-old  Jewish  settler  also  have  been  killed. 

Arabs  attacked  Arab  merchants  who  defied  Palestine  Liberation  Organiza¬ 
tion  orders  to  close,  firebqmbing  the  shop  of  a  Jerusalem  moneychanger  and 
setting  stalls  .ablaze  in  the  Bethlehem  produce  market,  reported  .police  and 
witnesses. 

Sunrider  to  seek  domestic  soy  supplier 

OREM  —  Sunrider  Corp.  has  agreed  to  the  Utah  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture’s  recommendation  that  it  switch  to  a  domestic  source  of  raw  soy  for  use  in 
Sunrider  food  products. 

However,  Sunrider  spokesman  Michael  Clapier  said  finding  an  American 
soy  supplier  won’t  be  easy.  “We’ve  contacted  10  suppliers  so  far,  and  no  one 
can  give  us  what  we  need,”  he  said. 

State  agriculture  officials  closed  Sunrider’s  Orem  plant  March  14  after 
finding  a  third  case  of  salmonella  bacteria  contamination  since  the  it  began 
operation  Feb.  1.  The  cease-and-desist  order  still  is  in  effect. 

Sunrider  built  the  new  facility  after  contamination  was  found  in  its  previous 
plant. 

“We  weren’t  sure  what  the  problem  was  at  first,  so  we  hired  a  specialist  to 
design  a  new  plant.  It  turned  out  the  problem  was  the  raw  soy  we  imported 
(from  Taiwan),”  Clapier  said. 

“Other  products  don’t  have  the  problem  because  they  use  soy  that  has  been 
heated.  The  bacteria  is  killed,  but  some  of  the  nutrients  are  destroyed  too.  We 
use  raw  soy  to  keep  the  full  nutritional  value  in  our  product.  We  want  to  use  a 
whole  food,”  he  said.

•ends”  of  violations  of  safety  regula- 
ons.  Transportation  Secretary 
imes  Burnley  said  at  a  news  confer- 
ice  the  investigation  of  Texas  Air 
lorp.  will  be  completed  within  30 


days  and  is  being  conducted  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  the  company  is  comply¬ 
ing  with  federal  regulations  and 
whether  its  management  is  com¬ 
petent  to  operate  commercial  air¬ 
craft.  Burnley  said  that  one  reason  for 
the  investigation  is  the  FAA’s  fine 
against  Eastern,  which  came  just 
over  a  year  after  Eastern  agreed  to 
pay  a  $9.5  million  fine  in  connection 
with  other  safety  violations. 

He  said  the  investigation  would  in¬ 
clude  an  in-depth  review  of  Texas 
Air’s  financial  situation  and  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  surrounding  its  purchase 
of  Eastern,  which  has  been  embroiled 
in  almost  continuous  labor  disputes 
for  years.  Burnley  said  the  depart¬ 
ment’s  concern  was  increased  by  a 
series  of  court  decisions  that  have 


prevented  Texas  Air  from  moving  a 
number  of  Eastern’s  operations,  in¬ 
cluding  its  profitable  northeast  shut¬ 
tle,  into  a  separate  subsidiary.  Texas 
Air  is  the  parent  company  for  Eastern 
and  Continental  Airlines.  These  two 
carriers  account  for  nearly  20  percent 
of  the  commercial  airline  market.

and  Wickenburg,  Ariz. ,  law  enforce- 
rheht  officials  are  exploring  his  possi¬ 
ble  role  in  two  sexual  assaults  there. 

Nelson  remains  in  Weber  County 
Jail  in  lieu  of  $140,000  bail. 

Nelson  was  arrested  April  2,  a  mile 
away  from  a  central  Ogden  home 
where  a  woman  reported  she  was 
raped  an  hour  before  the  arrest. 

He  is  charged  in  that  early-morning 
attack  and  rape  of  three  other  Ogden 
women  in  their  homes  March  7,  11, 
and  15. 

Ogden  Detective  Sgt.  Marlin  Balls 
said  an  assailant  used  the  same 
method  in  each  of  the  assaults.  A  man 
entered  the  homes  of  women,  threat¬ 
ened  them  with  a  knife  and  sexually 
assaulted  or  abused  them.

One  of  the  most  interesting  aspects 
of  being  editorial  page  editor  is  read¬ 
ing  letters  to  the  editor.  Some  offer 
substantive  solutions  to  problems, 
some  nice  ones  are  gestures  of  well 
intentions  and  some  are  so  bizarre  one 
wonders  if  the  letter  writer  slept  well 
the  previous  night. 

It’s  probably  of  no  great  surprise, 
but  listed  below  are  statistical  results 
of  the  letters.  Between  Jan.  7  and 
April  14,  The  Daily  Universe 
received  a  total  of  381  let¬ 
ters  to  the  editor  (some 
were  signed  by  more 
than  one  person). 

Of  those,  151  (40 
percent)  were  pub¬ 
lished.

I’m 
not  writing  to  promote  my  views; 
rather,  I  need  to  point  out  to  all  well- 
meaning  citizens  how  they  should 
make  their  decisions  with  regards  to 
our  government. 

To  be  assured,  there  are  definite 
right  and  wrong  choices  to  be  made  in 
issues  affecting  the  government  of 
people.  In  every  subject  of  this  im¬ 
port,  there  are  correct  and  incorrect 
decisions  which  can  be  made.  This 
may  seem  simplistic,  but  it  has  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  the  complexities  of  the 
world  today.  It  has  to  do  with  truths 
concerning  the  governing  of  men. 

One  judges  what  actions  should  be 
taken  by  standards  of  principle.  They 
are  laid  before  us  by  those  who  have 
created  the  government  which  we 
pledge  allegiance  to.  We  know  of  the 
divine  intervention  in  the  creation  of 
this  nation  and  of  the  inspiration 
given  to  our  founding  fathers. 

Therefore,  we  know  exactly  where 
to  go  to  find  the  basic  principles  which 
we  should  use  to  form  our  decisions. 
Those  who  do  not  immediately  accept 
that  these  men’s  words  are  truths 
may  need  to  search  the  words  of  the 
highest  authority  to  find  that  this  is 
the  case. 

The  situations  today  or  facts  of  yes¬ 
terday  carry  no  weight  in  making 
judgments  of  this  nature.  All  should 
be  based  upon  sound  principles  we 
hold  to  be  true.  Of  course,  this  re¬ 
quires  quite  a  bit  of  research  into  the 
doctrines  given  us  by  those  men.

Whatever  you  do  in  the  political 
scene,  do  not  use  your  influence  to 
uplift  laws  or  ideals  which  may  be 
politically  expedient  at  the  time,  or 
which  may  seem  to  be  the  right  action 
for  a  specific  situation.  Also,  do  not 
rely  on  another  man’s  ideas  you  have 
heard  that  may  seem  right.  Make  the 
correct  resolution  founded  upon  ide¬ 
als  already  formulated.

Last  week,  an  Israeli  girl  was  killed 
in  the  village  of  Beita,  in  the  occupied 
territory  of  the  West  Bank.  The  Is¬ 
raelis  have  stoned  her  to  death.  Is¬ 
raeli  settlers  rampaged  through  the 
village,  and  the  Israeli  army  began 
shooting  Arabs  in  the  area. 

Even  after  an  autopsy  showed  the 
teen-ager  had  been  shot  by  her  own 
bodyguard,  the  army  moved  through 
Beita  with  explosives,  methodically 
destroying  the  homes  of  many  of  the 
Arabs  who  live  there. 

It’s  strange  that  the  Israelis  get 
away  with  such  actions.  After  bury¬ 
ing  people  alive,  torturing  prisoners 
to  death,  and  committing  other  atroc¬ 
ities  reminiscent  of  Nazi  activities, 
they  still  claim  that  the  Palestinians 
are  the  mad  terrorists,  and  that  the 
Israeli  actions  are  justifiable. 

I  have  difficulty  understanding 
how  it  is  that  the  Israelis  can  drive  the 
Palestinians  from  their  land,  bomb 
their  refugee  camps,  and  they  claim 
with  any  credibility  that  those 
Palestinians  who  fight  back  are  the 
problem,  instead  of  the  Israelis  (who 
started  the  conflict  and  do  much  more 
of  the  killing). 

The  fact  that  the  Israelis  view 


Palestine  as  their  ancestral  home 
does  not  excuse  their  barbarity. 

Many  of  our  tax  dollars  go  to  sup¬ 
port  Israel,  which  means  that  we 
share  complicity  in  Israel’s  bar¬ 
barism.  We  should  not  be  a  party  to 
this.  It  is  time  for  our  government  to 
show  some  moral  courage  and  make 
U.S.  aid  to  Israel  contingent  upon  Is¬ 
raeli  negotiations  with  the 
Palestinian’s  own  representatives,  in 
order  to  return  a  part  of  Palestine  to 
the  Palestinians.

As  part  of  National  Dispatchers 
week,  BYU  dispatchers  for  the  Uni¬ 
versity  Police  will  be  recognized  for 
their  outstanding  work,  said  the  head 
dispatcher  at  BYU. 

“At  BYU  we  have  four  nominees 
for  the  dispatcher  of  the  year  and  ... 
one  person  from  each  agency,  includ¬ 
ing  BYU,  who  will  be  honored  at  a 
banquet  for  all  dispatchers  in  the 
state  of  Utah,”  said  Michelle  Hop¬ 
kins,  records  and  communications  su¬ 
pervisor  at  the  University  Police. 

“Dispatchers  Week  is  to  honor  dis¬ 
patchers  and  make  the  public  aware 
that  we  are  the  key  to  getting  help,” 
said  Hopkins. 

BYU  is  a  little  unique  in  that  the 
dispatchers  deal  with  the  campus, 
which  is  a  city  of  its  own,  she  said. 

BYU  dispatchers  have  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  relaying  any  type  of  infor¬ 
mation,  emergency  or  non-emer¬ 
gency,  throughout  the  campus,  said 
Hopkins. 

“The  dispatcher  is  the  key  to  com¬ 
munications  for  any  kind  of  emer¬ 
gency  ...  to  get  help  or  whatever  kind 
of  assistance  is  needed,”  she  said. 

One  example,  said  Hopkins,  was 
the  armed  robbery  at  the  BYU  Book¬ 
store  on  April  1. 

“The  dispatcher  handled  the  situa¬ 
tion  very,  very  well,”  she  said.  “The 
girl  on  the  phone  that  reported  it 
broke  down . . .  but  the  dispatcher  was 
able  to  get  the  information  and  relay 
it  to  the  necessary  people.” 

Many  times  the  person  reporting 
an  incident  will  get  “hysterical”  and 
say,  “just  send  help,”  said  Hopkins. 
“We  need  to  know  what  the  problem 
is  so  we  can  send  the  right  kind  of 
help.” 

BYU  dispatchers  have  all  been 
EMD  (Emergency  Medical  Dis¬ 
patcher)  trained,  said  Hopkins.  “We 
have  been  trained  in  CPR  and  how  to 
give  CPR  instructions  over  the  phone 
...  this  has  saved  many,  many  lives,” 
she  said. 


BYU  does  not  have  a  lot  of  emer¬ 
gency  situations,  said  Hopkins. 

“But  there  was  one  incident  about 
one  or  two  years  ago  with  a  stand-by 
electrician  ...  he  went  to  an  electrical 
box  and  it  exploded  in  his  face,”  she 
said.

The  band  has  since  broke  up  but 
Sales  says  he  still  keeps  the  “righ¬ 


teous  entertainment”  part  of  it  alive 
in  his  music. 

“My  way  is  to  surround  myself  with 
people  with  high  morals,”  Sales  said. 
“There  is  a  lot  of  low  moral  people  in 
the  music  business,  but  so  are  there  in 
any  business.” 

“Bands  that  did  music  like  that 
(trying  to  play  moral  popular  music, 
but  having  failed)  did  it  for  the  words 
rather  than  the  music,”  Sales  said.  “It 
has  to  have  that  magical  touch.  When 
you  hear  it,  you  have  to  want  to  sing  it 
over  and  over  again.” 

Sales  said  he  starts  out  with  the 
music  first.  Then,  he  adds  words  to 
match  the  music. 

“Start  with  music,  then  words.” 

The  first  thing  Sales  said  he  plans 
to  do  is  finish  school. 

He  wants  to  learn,  and  get  some 
hands-on  experience  in  writing  and 
recordingsongs. 

He  wants  to  develop  some  connec¬ 
tions  with  dominant  people  in  the  mu¬ 
sic  business. 

Sales  says,  ‘The  whole  system  is 
designed  to  throw  a  curve.  You  have 
to  know  the  system.  ” 

Connections  are  one  of  the  most 
important  things  according  to  Sales. 
Connections  will  “get  him  in.” 

The  biggest  advice  that  could  be 
given  to  someone  wanting  to  get  into 
the  music  business,  according  to 
Sales,  would  be:  “You  have  to  be  de¬ 
termined  enough  to  keep  getting  up 
again,  and  practice  your  socks  off!” 

The  importance  of  rising  everytime 
you  fall.  Sales  said,  is  one  of  the 
biggest  lessons  he  has  learned. 

He  says  the  music  business  is  full  of 
obstacles,  and  you  have  to  be  tough  to 
be  able  to  survive  until  you’ve 
reached  your  dream.

BYU  first  baseman  John  Batina  hit 
hree  home  runs  on  the  day  en  route 
0  lifting  the  Cougars  to  a  split  with 
Southern  Utah  State  College 
Vednesday  afternoon,  4-9  and  12-6. 

Under  clear  skies  and  near  eighty 
legree  weather,  the  Cougars  took  to 
he  field  to  play  their  sixth  and  sev¬ 
enth  games  in  just  six  days  in  hopes  to 
ncrease  their  winning  steak  to  four 
;ames.  The  Cougars  had  also  won  11 
f  12  going  in  to  Wednesday. 

However  in  the  opener,  BYU  hat¬ 
ers  were  quiet  and  starting  pitcher 
ohn  Sinclair  gave  up  the  big  inning 
hat  SUSC  needed  to  take  the  game. 

In  the  second  inning,  Sinclair  gave 
tp  seven  runs  on  eight  hits  as  the 
■’hunderbirds  sent  11  men  to  the 
date.  Sinclair  then  gave  up  two  more 
uns  in  the  third  as  SUSC  jumped  out 
0  a  9-1  lead. 

“Sometimes  a  pitcher  goes  out 
Here,  and  just  doesn’t  have  his  best 
tuff,”  said  head  coach  Gary  Pullins  of 
iis  ace  starter  (Sinclair  was  5-0  before 
oday).  “I  believe  this  was  the  case 
oday  for  John.” 


The  Cougar  batters,  who  average 
over  11  runs  per  game,  were  also  very 
quiet  in  the  first  game,  managing  only 
four  runs  and  just  five  hits. 

“I  was  a  little  disappointed  after  the 
first  game,”  said  Pullins.  “our  offense 
didn’t  generate  anything  and  we 
couldn’t  put  some  hits  together.” 

Pullins  also  gave  credit  to  SUSC 
starter  Ron  Burrus  for  shutting  down 
the  Cougar  hitters. 

Of  the  four  Cougar  runs,  two  came 
from  homeruns  by  shortstop  Gary 
Schoonover,  his  eighth  of  the  season, 
and  Batina,  his  first  of  the  day  and 
13th  of  the  season. 

In  the  second  game,  the  tides 
turned  for  BYU  as  the  Cougar  offense 
struck  for  12  runs  on  13  hits  including 
four  homeruns. 

The  Cougar  offense  was  lead  by 
Batina  who  hit  his  14th  and  15th 
roundtrippers  of  the  season  and 
nearly  hit  his  third  of  the  game  when 
he  flew  to  deep  center  in  the  bottom  of 
the  fifth. 

“In  my  last  at  bat  I  hit  the  .  ball 
pretty  well  but  I  just  got  underneath 
it,”  said  Batina.  “It  would  have  been 
nice  to  get  the  third.” 

Batina  was  rested  on  Monday’s 


game  against  Utah  before  returning 
to  the  lineup  Wednesday. 

“Basically  I’m  ready  to  play  every 
day  I’m  at  the  ballpark,  but  I  guess  the 
rest  helped  today,”  said  Batina. 

The  Cougars  had  fallen  behind  in 
the  first  inning  when  starter  Ed  Zin- 
ter  gave  up  a  three-run  homer  to 
SUSC  rightfielder  Bill  Robertson. 

But  BYU  struck  right  back  when 
homerun  leader  Mike  Willes  hit  his 
22nd  homerun  of  the  season  over  the 
left  field  fence.  The  homerun  put 
Willes  just  nine  back  of  his  own  WAC 
record  of  31  and  16  back  of  the  NCAA 
record  of  48  by  Pete  Incaviglia  of  Okla¬ 
homa  State. 

Willes  went  3-4  on  the  day  and 
drove  in  four  runs,  matching  the  four 
RBI’s  by  Batina  to  lead  the  Cougars. 

BYU  right  fielder  Bruce  Ellis  pad¬ 
ded  the  Cougar  lead  in  the  sixth  with  a 
two-run  homer  that  ended  up  in  the 
Marriott  Center  parking  lot.  The 
homer  was  the  10th  on  the  year  for 
Ellis. 

BYU  is  now  24-9  and  will  have  the 
rest  of  the  week  off  for  finals  before 
returning  to  the  field  next  Wednesday 
to  start  a  four  game  series  with  Colo¬ 
rado  State  in  Ft.  Collins,  Colo.

'orst  opening  in  15  years.  Not  at  all 
ecoming  for  the  defending  National 
league  champion. 

A  team  batting  average  of .  198  has 
roduced  only  2.1  runs  a  game.  The 


top  three  batters  in  the  lineup,  who 
are  supposed  to  trigger  an  offense  that 
relies  far  more  on  speed  than  power, 
are  hitting  a  collective  .151. 

Vince  Coleman,  the  leadoff  who  at 
this  time  a  year  ago  had  the  Cardinals 
scoring  at  a  5.5  runs-per-game  pace,  is 
batting  .  107.  Smith  isn’t  much  better 
at .  174,  and  Tommy  Herr  is  at .  182. 

“I  think  your  leadoff  hitter  has  to  be 
the  catalyst  for  any  ballclub.  To  this 
point,  (Coleman)  hasn’t  really  gotten 
into  a  groove.  It’s  a  team.  Everybody 
has  something  to  do,”  Smith  said. 

So  feeble  were  the  Cardinals  during 
Monday  night’s  6-1  loss  to  the  Chicago 
Cubs  that  Manager  Whitey  Herzog 
could  only  ponder  possible  solutions. 


“We  just  have  to  get  on  base  more. 
There’s  not  much  margin  for  error,” 
Herzog  said.  “I  could  take  the  same 
guys  and  juggle  them  up,  but  I  don’t 
know  if  that’s  going  to  do  anything.” 

The  batting  anemia  is  affecting  al¬ 
most  everyone.  Bob  Horner,  the  for¬ 
mer  Atlanta  Braves  slugger  St.  Louis 
signed  as  a  free  agent  in  January,  has 
a  respectable  .273  batting  mark  —  as 
does  Terry  Pendleton,  the  lineup’s 
No.  6  hitter. 

But  Willie  McGee,  the  No.  5  hitter, 
is  hitting  .176.  The  club,  traditionally 
last  in  NL  home  runs  in  part  because 
of  its  spacious  home  park,  had  hit  only 
two  in  six  games  —  one  of  them  by 
pitcher  Joe  Magrane.

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Congressman  supports  treaty  change

Declaring  that  the  importance  of 
the  Panama  Canal  cannot  be  over¬ 
stated,  Utah  Congressman  Howard 
Nielson  is  cosponsoring  legislation  to 
renegotiate  the  Panama  Canal 
Treaty. 

Claiming  Panama  is  not  honoring 
its  side  of  the  treaty,  Nielson  said  it  is 
time  to  review  the  treaty. 

He  blamed  Panamanian  leader 
Gen.  Manuel  Noriega  for  threatening 
the  safety  of  the  canal  and  its  U.S. 
employees. 

“We’ve  had  a  lot  of  problems  in 
Panama.  Part  of  it  is  the  fact  that  it’s 
become  a  drug-running  ring.  Part  of  it 
is  the  fact  that  we  don’t  think  the 


Panamanian  government  is  honoring 
its  side  of  the  agreement,”  he  said. 

“Noriega  has  already  tried  to  get 
President  Devalle  to  evict  U.S. 
troops  now  stationed  to  protect  the 
canal. 

Also,  canal  workers  have  been  in¬ 
timidated  and  detained  by  Noriega’s 
soldiers,  impairing  the  smooth  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  canal.” 

Complete  control  of  the  Panama 
Canal  is  scheduled  to  be  turned  over 
to  Panama  in  the  year  2000.  Because 
of  the  country’s  volatile  situation, 
Nielson  said  the  proposed  legislation 
is  important  because  it  would  permit 
independent  U.S.  action  to  defend  the 
canal  if  necessary. 

“Currently,  any  military  protection 
of  the  canal  must  be  a  cooperative 


effort  on  the  part  of  both  the  United 
States  and  Panama.  But  with  the  un¬ 
stable  situation  and  the  unrest  sur¬ 
rounding  Noriega,  U.S.  interests  in 
the  (Panama)  Canal  Zone  are  at  great 
risk,”  Nielson  said. 

The  congressman  pointed  out  that 
the  legislation  does  not  call  for  a 
change  in  existing  arrangements  for 
ownership  and  operation  of  the  canal. 


But  he  said  it  does  call  for  the  United 
States  to  secure  the  means  to  act  deci¬ 
sively  in  defending  the  canal.  “The 
treaty  is  a  treaty.  Frankly,  I  don’t 
believe  in  changing  horses  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  the  stream  or  reneging  on  a 
promise,”  he  said. 

“But  if  one  side  is  not  keeping  its 
agreement,  then  maybe  we  ought  to 
go  back  and  take  another  look  at  it  and 


maybe  come  up  with  a  new  agreement 
we  can  both  get  by  on.” 

Nielson  said  the  legislation,  which 
was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  last  week,  already  has 
50-60  cosponsors.  He  said  the  legisla¬ 
tion  would  work  in  conjunction  with 
the  economic  and  diplomatic  sanc¬ 
tions  already  imposed  against  the 
Noriega  regime.
